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The subjects indexed in Volume 17 include new categories and sub- 
headings, reflecting continued diversification and refinement in the 
study of tourism. The Special Issue 17(1) on Tourism in Centrally-Planned 
Economies included first-time coverage of Hungary, Poland, and Roma- 
nia. As the issue was being published, global changes in political econo- 
my made the subject a matter of tourism history in many of the coun- 
tries discussed. 

Annals contributions on academic programs, texts, and training in 
tourism are well represented in 1990. Field studies of regional, rural, 
and urban tourism development in Volume 17 contribute to the cross- 
cultural and multidisciplinary enrichment of tourism research. This 
research continues to build in scope and sophistication as the following 
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
